1. The amendment filed on 30 April 2003 added the following recitation to claim 47; "wherein when the hydrogen and oxygen 
supplied by the inlet and diffused by the gas diffusing member". Therefore claim 47 now recites a water-generating reactor 
comprising a gas-diffusing member and is drawn to nonelected species D, as set forth in Paper 7 and on pages 4-7 of instant 
specification. The examiner notes again that the water-generating reactor of Fig. 49 is elected for the prosecution to the extent that is 
limited to Species C, as set forth in Paper 7. Since all active claims in the instant application depend from claim 47, said amendment 
filed on 30 April 2003 presents only claims drawn to a non-elected invention and is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE
